Some hints about learning Dutch 


You may well be speaking more Dutch than you realise 


ome Dutch words are just too good not to adopt. 

They so perfectly describe a thing or situation that 
the Dutch word has often obliterated the English one in 
our lexicons, if ever there even was one. I'm thinking 
about the borrel and its accompanying hapjes. Cocktail 
party? Happy hour? Drinks? With hors d'oeuvres or 
finger food? None of the English translations seem to 
encapsulate the full panoply and joy of the extremely 
diverse borre/, which works just as well for the holiday 
festivities and after work get together as it does the 
birthday and home party. 


For an English speaking person who lives in Australia 
and wishes to learn Dutch, then gezellig is his/her Dutch 
word of choice. There's no direct English translation and 
it encompasses so many different scenarios. For those 
new to the Dutch language, think cosy, or a relaxed and 
warm atmosphere or social situation (such as а borrel 
at the Friday night End Of Months drinks). 


Learning Dutch 


Whether you're interested in upping your Dutch 
vocabulary or learning to speak Dutch, you can head to 
Neerlandia Dutch Conversational Classes, which offers 
small and personal Dutch classes - with an emphasis 
on fun. 


These are not your typical textbook classes from 
school, but are fun and engaging and aligned with your 
learning trajectory.

They also like using dat klopt (that's right), he/aas 
pindakaas (literally unfortunately, peanut butter but 
colloquially too bad - a Dutch phrase having more to do 
with rhyme than reason), and dingetje (thing or thingy), 
as in there's one dingetje. 


Neerlandia Dutch Conversational Classes leaves plenty 
of time to practice Dutch pronunciation, which has some 
notoriously difficult sounds. ‘Students always have 
trouble with the double “и” as in huur (rent), says the 
teacher. ‘They say whore!’

The airline apologised to passengers in a statement provided to People Magazine. 

‘We apologise to the customers of Flight 133 on February 13 as their trip was interrupted due to an improperly 
packed carry-on bag,’ it said. 

‘The aircraft returned to the gate and passengers were placed on the next available flight. 

it also said ‘the aircraft was removed from service for cleaning.’ 

It is not the first Delta flight to be turned around due to a biohazard on board recently. 

In September, a long haul flight from Atlanta, US to Barcelona, Spain was disrupted when a passenger “had 
diarrhoea all the way through the aeroplane”. 

Cancelling a flight while the jet is in the air is costly for an airline with wasted fuel and the need to find a new crew.

Lee DeForest, begon op Amerikaanse bodem niet alleen een bloeiende 
tabakhandel maar kreeg ook een dorp in Wisconsin naar zich genoemd. 


De Leidse vader van de Amerikaanse radio, hij 
was een lastpak, maar wel een briljant lastpak. 


E HUGENOTEN - familie De Forest kwam in 

Leiden wonen. In die stad noemde de een 
zichzelf Van Foreest, een ander hield het bij De 
Foreest. Isaac hoorde bij de laatste tak. Hij zeilde de 
oceaan over, begon een handel in tabak en bouwde 
een huis in Nieuw Amsterdam. Daar droeg hij bruid 
Sara over de drempel, ze kregen veertien kinderen, 
maar acht daarvan haalden hun tweede verjaardag 
niet.

We trokken luisteraars in zowat 
honderd landen, mede omdat we regelmatig op pad 
gingen, met live uitzendingen vanuit steden zoals 
Atlanta, Orlando en Chicago. America's only station 
with a Dutch accent. 


MAAR IK dacht: eerlijk waar? Waren we echt 
America's only station with a Dutch accent? Want de 
eerste die in Amerika een AM-zender maakte was Lee 
de Forest met z'n Leidse afkomst. Hij was tevens de 
eerste die in Amerika het woord radio introduceerde, 
in plaats van wireless, waaraan de meeste pioniers de 
voorkeur gaven.

Hij vond de radiolamp uit die in mijn jeugd 
nog steeds in radio's zat, de audion, een ding dat hij 
aanhoudend verbeterde. Het Hooggerechtshof kwam 
eraan te pas om vast te leggen dat het patent op de 
laatste verbeterde versie inderdaad aan Lee de Forest 
toekwam.

was fitted the bill and the 
song Mama became a 
great success. A new star 
was born, when he 
recorded his next 
‘smartlap extra ordinaire' 
with the title ‘/k zing Dit 
Lied voor Jou Alleen’ in 
honour of his deceased 
grandmother. Life was 
great for Jantje Smit, he 
turned into a ‘Jan’ and in 
2007, Smit had his fifth 
No. 1 hit: Op Weg Naar 
Geluk’.

appointed as Officer in the Order van Oranje Nassau on 
behalf of His Majesty the King on 24 April 2020. This 
award was presented to him by Mayor Lieke Sievers of 
the municipality of Edam-Volendam for his special 
record of service within Dutch music and merits for 
fellow human beings, also beyond the country's borders. 
Not only nationally, but also internationally, Jan has 
managed to put Volendam on the map in recent years. 
This appointment was also made possible by Jan's 
many voluntary contributions, including the 
ambassadorship of ‘SOS Kinderdorpen’, which he has 
been exercising for 21 years. Jan is the youngest person 
in the country to be awarded an award Smit stated to be 
very touched and proud, he never expected this, 
especially given his age. 


Jan Smit was part of the selection committee of the 
Eurovision Song Contest for ten years. Last year he 
decided to step out of this committee. Jan Smit himself 
wanted to dispel the *wild rumours' about his departure 
from the selection committee of the Eurovision Song 
Contest. ‘The decision has nothing to do with the 
participation of the duo Mia Nicolai and Dion Cooper, 
said Smit. The reason was that he thought it was time for 
fresh blood and new insights.

When Klein 
performed the song for the first time and told the 
audience, ‘This song is just for my parents, so listen in.’ 
Joost later said that this is his deepest and most honest 
track he has made so far. 


On 29 February, Joost Klein finally presented the song 
which he will take to the Eurovision Song Contest. 
Dutch viewers were able to listen, and watch the song 
Europapa’ for the first time іп a special broadcast by 
Arjen Lubach. Newspapers wrote: 'Europapa'is a 
cheerful dance song. It is also very reminiscent of the 
happy hardcore of the nineties. And that makes sense! 
Joost Klein got help from DJ Paul Elstak in making his 
Eurovision entry. In addition, the song is also full of 
references to Dutch eurodance acts such as 2 Unlimited 
and Vengaboys. The reactions were mixed, and of 
course not everyone was enthusiastic: there were 
doubters and even some outspoken haters. We will 
know more on how Europapa will be received in the 
Eurovision Song Contest оп 9" May when Joost Klein 
performs during the second semifinal of the song 
contest. Fortunately, the Frisian is looking forward to it!

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msterdam was founded at the mouth of the 

Amstel River that was dammed to control 
flooding; the city's name derives from a local 
linguistic variation of the word dam. Originally a 
small fishing village in the late 12" century, 
Amsterdam became a major world port during the 
Dutch Golden Age of 
the 17^ century, when 
the Netherlands was 
an economic 
powerhouse. 
Amsterdam was the 
leading centre Юг 
finance and trade, as 
well as a hub of 
production of secular 
ап. In the 19" and 20^ 
centuries, the city expanded and many new 
neighborhoods and suburbs were planned and built. 
The canals of Amsterdam and the 19-20" century 
Defence Line of Amsterdam are both on the 
UNESCO World Heritage List. Sloten, annexed in 
1921 by the municipality of Amsterdam, is the oldest 
part of the city, dating to the 9" century. The city has 
a long tradition of openness, liberalism, and 
tolerance. Cycling is key to the city's modern 
character, and there are numerous biking paths and 
lanes spread 
throughout the 
entire city. 


Amsterdam's main 
attractions include 
its historic canals; 
the Rijksmuseum, 
the state museum 
with a vast 
collection of Dutch 
Golden Age art; the Van Gogh Museum; the Dam 
Square, where the Royal Palace of Amsterdam and 
former city hall (stadhuis) are located; the 
Amsterdam Museum; Stedelijk Museum, with 
modern аг; H'ART Museum, the Concertgebouw 
concert hall; the Anne Frank House; the 
Scheepvaartmuseum, the Heineken Experience, the 
Natura Artis Magistra; Hortus Botanicus, NEMO, the 
red-light district and many cannabis coffee shops. 
The city is also well known for its nightlife and 
festival activity; with several of its nightclubs 
(Melkweg, Paradiso) among the world's most 
famous. Primarily known for its artistic heritage, 
elaborate canal system and narrow canal houses 
with gabled fagades; well-preserved 
legacies of the city's 17" century Golden 
Age, and the establishment of the Van 
Gogh Museum, displaying the work of 
the famous Dutch modern artist, have 
attracted millions of visitors to 
Amsterdam annually. 


History 


Due to its geographical location in what used to be 
wet peatland, the founding of Amsterdam is later 
than other urban centres in the Low Countries. 
However, around the area of what later became 
Amsterdam, farmers settled as early as three 
millennia ago. They lived along the prehistoric |J 
river and upstream of its tributary Amstel. The 
origins of Amsterdam are linked to the development 
of a dam on the Amstel River called Amestelle, 
meaning “watery area", from Aa(m) "river" + stelle 
"site at a shoreline", "river bank". In this area, land 
reclamation started as early as the late 10" century. 
Amestelle was located along a side arm of the IJ. 
This side arm took the name from the eponymous 
land: Amstel. The construction of a dam at the 


mouth of the Amstel, eponymously named Dam, is 
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historically estimated to have occurred between 
1264 and 1275. The settlement first appeared in a 
document from 1275, concerning a road toll granted 
by the count of Holland Floris V to the residents 
apud Amestelledamme “at the dam in the Amstel" or 
"at the dam of Amstelland". This allowed the 
inhabitants of the village to travel freely through the 
County of Holland, paying no tolls at bridges, locks 
and dams. As the dam was gradually built up it 
became wide enough for a town square, which 
remained the core of the town developing around it. 
Dam Square as it exists today grew out of what was 
originally two squares: the actual dam, called 
Middeldam, on which was located a large fish 
market (vismarkt) where ships moored at the dam to 
load and unload goods; and P/aeíse, an adjacent 
plaza to the west. The area became a centre not 
only of commercial activity but also of the 
government, as the site of Amsterdam's town hall. 
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Ав a market square, the Dam had a weigh house 
that can be seen in some old paintings. It was 
demolished in 1808 by order of Louis Bonaparte 
who, upon taking up residence in the newly 
converted Royal Palace. »
